We have been favored by the R. W. Grand Sec- 
retary, Bro. Robert R. Boyd, with a copy of the 
proceedings of June last, lately printed. We extract 
several matters of interest, which have not been pub- 
published. 

The Special Committee appointed by the Grand 
Lodge, to examine the report of the Trustees, of the ; 
Fund, for the erection of a Free Masons Hall and 
an Asylum for the Aged Brethren, and the Widows ° 
and Orphans of the Fraternity, beg respectfully to 

REPORT : é 

That the vast increase of the Asylum Fund within 
the past year, cannot fail to be a source of great 
gratulation to this Grand Lodge, and your Commit- 


tee earnestly hope, that some suitable provision will 
be nade in every lodge in the State, by the estab- 
lishment of a permanent source of income to the said 
Fuad, to carry out its great and important object ; 
this has already been done by several lodges in the 
State, and the result has been the highest degree 
satisfactory. 

Your Committee are of opinion, that the 107th 
article of the New Constitution, does in effect, annul 
the previous grant of funds, and thai the Gr. Lodge 
be recommended to pass again the resolution made 
ia June, 1843, viz: ‘ That after the payment of the 
existing debt of the Grand Lodge, the receipts from 
reyistry fees aud Grand Lodge Certificates, be given 
to this fund.’ 

Your Committee recommend that all 
bers to the Fund, be requested to make good their 
subscription. ; 

As a desire has been manifested for establishment 
of certain rules, as to who are to be the recipients of 
this Charity, your Committee beg leave respectfully 
to submit the following regulations, as some slight

A QUESTION SETTLED. 

During the Grand Lodge of this 
State in 1515, a communication was presented from 
a body of colored citizens in the city ef New-York, 
calling themselves Boyer Lodge, praying that our 
Grand Body would take then: under its jurisdiction, 
fer therein stated. From the ability with 
which the memorial was drawn, and the facts as rep- 
resented, the paper produced quite an interest, and 
after considerable discussion, was referred to the Gr.

The undersigned, to whom was committed, the 
memoria} of a number of persotis holding a Lodge in 
this city, called Boyer Lodge, No. 1, presented to 
this Grand Lodge in June fast, has to report, that ac- 
cording to instructions, he lias inquired into the facts 
set forth in said memorial, and finds that the memo- 
rialists have been entirely ignorant of Masonic his- 
tory, and of their own particular history, or other- 
wise that they very deliberately attempted to impose 
upon this Grand Lodge as historical facts, what they 
knew to be untrue. 

Said memorial sets forth, ‘‘ that the Boyer Lodge, 
No. 1, of the city of New-York had been some nine- 
teen or twenty years regularly and legally con- 
stituted and installed, asa Master Masoms Lodge, 
with alegal Warrant or Charter, issued from the 
Rt, W. African Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of the city of Bosion, in the State 
of Massachusetts, whose Charter enspowering them 
to Charter Lodges in the United States of 
is from the M. W. ¢ 


America, 
srand Lodge of Free aud Accep- 


ted Masons of Scotland, and is now half a century 
old, being dated the 29th September, A. D. 1754, 
and of Masonry, 5784, Robert Rolf, D. G. M. and 


Wm. White, ¢ with the seal of the 
M. W. Gr. L. of Free and Accepted Masons of Lon- 
don, signed by Lord Howard, Karl Kffinghant, 
then acting as Grand Master, under his Royal High 
ness, Henry Frederick, Duke of Cumberland.”— 
This single sentence presents a mass of gross absurdi- 
ties, and of false facts, mingling in the Fraternity of 
the African Lodge in Boston, the two Grand Lodges 
then in England, and the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
To correct this statement in part, the Memoralists 
have re cently presented another paper, in which they 
say ‘‘ we beg leave to state, thal the Boyer Lodge, 
in petitioning your honorable Body in May last, they 
fell into an error, if they stated that the African Gr. 
Lodge of Eoston, who Chartercd us, received their 
Charter frem the Grand Lodge of Scotland, we only 
intend to state that we was informed that they peti- 
tioned that body for a Charter, and in due time re- 
ceived one, bearing the Grand Seal of 
&c. &c. We have recenily

stating that the Warrant was vrented to the African 
Grand Lodge of Boston, by the Grand Lodee of 
England, in the year 1731, and was mimbered 459,

The undersigned having requested the Rt. W. 
Charles W. Moore, Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, to endeavor to see the Char- 
ter of the so called African Grand Lodge of Boston, 
aud if possible obtain a copy thereof, begs leave to 
incorporate the following extract from Br. 
letter, dated Juty 26, 1845 


**T called, agreeably to your request, on Mr. Til- 


ton, who, | believe, is the Master of the African 
Lodge in this city,—stated to him the object of my 
visit, and asked permission to see the Charter of his 
Lodge. He informed me that there was a difficulty 
between his and Boyer Lodge, of long’ standing—that 
they had nothing to do with that Lodge, nor would 
they have, until the difference referred to was settled. 
Ife further stated, that they were entirely independent 
of all white Lodges—asked no favors of them, and 
would have nothing to do with them; nor would 
they admit a whdte Mason, if he should present him- 
self asa visitor. In the course of the conversation, 
he distinctly said, that he had been ‘told by them 
people,” (meaning Boyer Lodge,) to have no com- 
munication with any body on the subject of their 
recognition by the Grand Lodge of New-York. He 
also positively and repeatedly refused to allow 
me to see the Charter of his Lodge, or to give 
me any information in relation to its history or 
present existence. Wt is proper for me to add, that 
my conversation with him was kind and gentle. 
I explicitly stated to him that [did not call offictally, 
but as a friend, and at your request, with a view to 
ascertain whether Boyer Lodge was a regularly con- 
stituted Lodge,—-such as the Grand Lodge of New- 
York could recognize.

It 
is only the sons of these priests who were eligible to 
be initiated. {ada grown up youth of the Brach- 
men sufficiently hardened his body, learned to subdue 
his passions, and given the requisite proofs of his 
abilities at school, he must submit to an especial 
proof of his fortitude before he was admitted into the 
mysteries, which proofs were given in a cavern. A 
second cavern in the middle of a high hill contained 
the statues of nature, which were neither made of 
gold, nor of silver, nor of earth, nor of stone, but of 
a very hard material resembling wood, the composi- 
tion of Which was unknown to any mortal. These 
statutes are said to have been given by God to his 
Son to serve as models by which he might form all 
created beings. | Upon the crown of one of those 
statues stood the likeness of Bruma, who was. the 
same with them as Osiris was with the Egyptians.— 
The inner part and the entrance also into this cavern 
was quite dark, and those who wished to enter into it 
were obliged to seek the way with a lighted torch. 
A door led into the inner part, on the opening of 
which the water that surrounded the border of the 
cavern brook loose. If the candidate for initiation 
was worthy, he opened the door quite easily, and a 
spring of the purest water flowed gently upon him and 
purified him. ‘Those on the contrary, who guilty of 
any crime, could not open the door; and if they were 
candid they confessed their sins to the priest, and be- 
sought him to turn away the anger of the gods by 
prayer and fasting. In this cavern on a certain day 
the Brachmen held their annual assembly. Some of 
them dwelt constantly there; others came there only 
in the spring and harvest—conversed with each other 
upon the doctrines contained in their mysteries——con- 
templated the hieroglyphics upon the statues, and en- 
deavored to decypher them.

The Brahmins, the present inhabitants of India, those 
pure descendents of the ancient Brachmen, do not 
admit any person into their mysteries without having 
first diligently enquired into its character and capa- 
bilities, and duly proved his fortitude and prudence. 
No one could be initiated until he had attained 
a certain age; and before his initiation, the novice 
had to prepare himself by prayer, fasting, and alms- 
giving, 
When the appointed day arrived, he bathed himself 
and went to the Guru or chief Brahmin, who kept 
one of his own apartments ready in which to perform 
Before he was adimitted, he was

felt himself strong enough to perforin the ceremonies 


and other good works, for many days.— 


the ceremony. 
asked, if he earnestly desired to be initiated. 
Was not curiosity which induced him to do so. 


which would be prescribed to him, for the whole of 
his life, without the exception of a single day. He 
was at the same time advised to defer the ceremony 


for a time, if he lad not sufficient confidence in his 
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strength. If the youth continued firm in his resolu- 
tion, and showed a zealous disposition to enter into 
the paths of righteousness, the Guru addressed a 
charge to him upon the manner of living to which he 
was about to pledge himself for the future. He 
threatened him with the punishment of heaven if he 
conducted himself wickedly ; promised him on the 
contrary the most glorious reward if he would con- 
stantly keep the path of righteousness. After this 
exhortation, and having received his pledge, the can- 
didate was conducted to the prepared chamber, the 
door of which stood open, that all those who were 
assembled might participate in the offering about to 
be made. Different fruits were thrown into the fire, 
while the high priests with many ceremonies prayed 
that God might be present with them in that sacred 
place. The Guru then conducted the youth behind 
a curtain, both having their heads covered, and then 
gently pronounced into his ear a word of one or two 
syllables, which he was as gently to repeat into the 
ear of the Guru, that no other person might hear it. 
In this word was the prayer which the initiated was 
to repeat as often as he could for the whole day, yet 
in the greatest stillness and without ever moving the 
lips. Neither durst he discover this sacred word 
unto any person. No European has ever been able 
to discover this word, so sacred is this secret to them. 
When the newly initiated has repeated this conmand 
several times, then the chief Brahmin instructs him 
in the ceremonies—teaches him several songs to the 
honor of God, and finally dismisses him with many 
exhortations to pursue a virtuous course of life. 
Tastructionen and Tustructions Logen. In- 
struction and Lodges of Instruction—Any per- 
son can be made a member of the Order by being 
initiated; but by so doing, he for the most part only 
learns to know the ceremonies; and the precise being 
or meaning of Freemasonry he must learn by being 
afterwards instructed. In many Lodges those in- 
structions are written out as a commentary, and are 
given to the Lodge from time to time; at these times 
the W. M. or lecturer has ample room for explana- 
tory remarks. In other Lodges it is left to the W. 
M. to instruct the brethren upon Masonic subjects, 
These instructions 
must form a principal part of the labors of a Lodge 
and the candidate must pay great attention to them,
